Big pay 
rise for 
teachers

[THE Cabinet is ready to 

concede a big pay rise 
—much bigger than 
expected—to the 275,000 
teachers of England and 
Wales. 

Sir David Eccles, Minister 
of Education, is thinking in 
terms of an increase of 15 
to 20 per cent on existing 
basic rates. 

To teachers starting on the 


£520 a year that 
would probably mean an extra 


£1 10s. a week. 


To those on £1,000 a year 
(after 17 years’ service) it would 
mean £3 10s. a week 
more. 


Most teachers, by reason of 
one qualifications, are above 
basie scales. Whether their 
special increments would be 
increased proportionately is not 
certain. 

One feature of the new scales 
may “booster increments ” 
in salary for men teachers after 
about five years’ service—when 
many are thinking of getting 
married. 

But all these increases, which 
will have to be approved by the 

am Committee, are not 
likely to come into force before 
year.

WING to a delay in 
the arrival of the 
gliders the date fixed for the 
operation nad to be postponed.
